An extensive program for pro-
viding, funds for the relief of the
unemployed is to he launched as
a result of the meeting held in
Los Angeles last week when, may-
ors of the various communities
and heads of relief organizations
met to consider the problem that
confronts them.

The first meeting, held on Tues-
day, May 24, resulted in the or-
ganization of the body, appoint-
ment. of committees to confer with

]

" the board of supervisors and to
look into the facts of (he situa-
"unn and plan for the next year's

relief measures,

‘ Job Too Big
It was unanimously the
opinion of the group that the
m-tt(.r has assumed too large
proportions to be adéquately
dealt with as in the past by
s+ the individual communities and

_relief organizations.

As under the state constitution,
the responsibility for carving for
its citizens devolves pon the
county it is the obvious conclu-
sion  that the county must take
over and correlate all the activi-
ties In this direction in order to
save duplication and wasie of ef-

., fort, and to provide an adequate
means for caring for the unem-
ployed,

Local charitable organizations

are expected to carry on with thelr
work for the next month untijl
July 1 when the new co-ordinated |
plan has been devised and set into
operation. The county which has
been heavily: drawn upon to  ald.
the dndigent during the past 11
mgonths, has funds on hand suf-
ficient in the county welfare- de-
partment to ecare for resident fam-
ilies in which there are small
children, families in which there
is sickness, or aged members who
require, hélp. This means that the
local organizations must plan to
care for those in their community
who “do not come within these
classes, families who do not meet
the resident requirement of three
years in the county, or families
having property above $2600 valu-
ation who are unable through un-
employment to meet theéir immed-
fate needs,

It is reported that at the
present time, 176,351 unem-
ployed are registered at the
county stabilization bureau. A
survey by Occidental College,
made in an average residential
district in Los Angeles, showed
38 per cent of the families

v
there in need of immediate or
future relief; 52 per cent of
the , unemployed own their
homes but only a small per-
centage of them clear; the
average numbey of foreclosures
in"a district with a population
of 64,000, is now 3.1 per day.

Huge Sum Spent

Since July 1, 1931, and including
the estimated needs for the month
of June, 1932, the velief expendi-
tures by county, municipdlities and
major private relief organizations,
has reached the staggering sum of
$13,661,000. This is a conservative
figure and does mot include expen-
ditures of many - small relief or-|
ganizations, churches, or fraternal
bodies. Approximately 60,400 fam-
ilies are dependent. wholly or par-
tially on relief agencies.

The committee goncluded, after
statements by representatives of
various cities, that- “Any possible
increase in employment during the
next several months will at best
be gradual and will be more than
offset ~hy the exhaustion of re-
serves of those now near to
in relief needs, particularly next
fall when seasonal work is less, s
inevitable.”

As a means of confronting this
situatiop, it has been agreed that
the only adequate way td handle
it is to combine forces. As it is
the' county’s responsibility, the
county- must take over the work of
relief. The job is too big for in-
fétvidual effort. All organizations,
of whatsoever character, engaged
in relief work, are therefore calleéd
apon  to co-operate with  the
county welfare organization. Con-
tributions for relief must be com-
bhined “into ‘one purse, effort like
the advance of an army must be
directed by a central organiza-
tion, Communities ' must direct
their energies toward this concen-
tration of means and effort.

Committee
To this end the mayor of Tor-
rance, W. T. Klusman, who with

Mrs. Caroline Collins, head of the
Torrance Rellef Society, attended
the meeting held last week, and
also the second meeting held yes-
terday, is hard at work appointing
a committee which will be com-
posed of representatives of all or-
ganized groups in Torrance. The
committee will undertake to co-
operate wtih the county in this
colossal enterprise, which requires
the concentrated effort of every
community and every citizen to
bring it to a successful conclu-
sion.

A $12,000,000 bond issue, to be
floated within 30 days by the
county of Los Angeles, for the im-
mediate relief of the unemploy-
ment sityation, is the proposal
adopted’ at the second meeting of
mayors, heads of relief organiza-
tions, and others interested in wel-
fare work, held Wednesday at Los
Angeles, and attended Ly W. T,
Klusman, mayor of Torrance.

" Unanimous approval of the plan
was' glven, and as a result the
hoard of supervisors will be im-
mediately requested to take action
to put the move into operation.

Only by such drastic and speedy
action cgn the situation be met, it
is claimed. TFourteen million dol
lars were spent last year in un-

informed t)ém that * the” league
could not support a general bond
issue. Smith stated that the
league had gone on record as re-
fusing to support any bond issue
or assessment levy until the taxes
had “been reduced 30 per cent.
Among the projects suggested
which would provide work were:
the improvement of Vista High-
lands, extension of Torrance boule-
vard, the opening anpd extension
of Arlington avenue, the further
extension of Sepulveda boulevard
to connect with Western avenue,
and the purchase and development
of a park or playground.

X 80 Local Families

In the city of Torrance 50 fam-
ilies were cared for by the Tor-
rance Relief Association and 30
families by the Good Cheer Club.
The report of the situation in Tor-
rance, as “bubmitted by Mayor W.
T. Klusman, shows the scope of
the work that bas been done dur-
ing the past year, and which in
view of present conditions will no
doubt have to be repeated during
the next year,

The Good Cheer Club has no
funds available at present for fur-
ther  relief work. The Torrance
Rellef Society has on hand $2000,
which is being disbursed. The Tor-
rance high school relief, which in-
cludes contributions from teachers
of one per cent of their monthly
salaries, has disbursed all but $150
of a $6000 fund. Their fund was

used for clothing and food for
children,
The Business and Professional

Women . of Torrance raised $100
which has been spent. The Tor-
rance elementary school raised a
fund of $400 which was used for
food and clothing for children, of
which amount a halance of $60 re-
mains. The Parent Teachers As-
sociation raised $200, which was
spent for food and milk for chil-
dren, with ahout $86 remaining ow
hand.

There are approximately 400 un-
employed men in the city of Tor-
rance, The city provides employ-
ment for about 66 men of this
group one day a week at a wage
scale of $3.20 per day., There Is ap-
proximately $1600 on hand in the
fund available for this purpose.

The committee as named by the
mayor to co-operate with him will
meet to survey the local situation
and devise ways and means. for
taking part in the larger move-
ment as sponsored by the county.
#ince the unemployment situation
has grown to such proportions
that it can no longer be handled
adequately by local groups, it is
necessary and vital that a contact
with the county be maintained,
and it will become a part of their
responsibility to see that the peo-
ple of the various communities are
brought to realize the seriousness
of the situation, according to plans
adopted yesterday by the county
relief ‘budget committee,

These
are by direct taxation or a bond
issue, and the committee was ad-
vised that to raise $12,000,000 by
direct taxation would mean an ad-
dition in the tax rate of from 31
to 33 centd, Members therefore de-
cided there is no acceptable al-
ternative to a bond issue. )

The resolution also provided that
if the proposed bond issue carries
the administration of the funds
be placed in the hands of a com-
mittee comprised of seven repre-
sentative civic leaders chosen from
various communities who will co-
operate in the expenditure of the
relief money with the county board
of supervisors and welfare depart-
ment; that only as many of the
bonds be sold as is deemed neces-
sary from time to time to furnish
relief. . iy

Before the request was made for
the bond issue, Supervisor Wright
said the county board would not
take the initiative, but if the pub-
lic wants the bond issues, it will
furnish the machinery to hold an
eleetion,

Supervisor Quinn said he be-
lieves the bhonds will carry, but
that if they do not the people of
Los Angeles are going to see vio-
lence next winter. He said people
aré not aroused to the situation.
He told of coming in contact with
an organizition, represénting 40,000
peéople, who had dedicdted them-
selves never to vote for any more
hond issues. 3

“War Measure”

“This is not a bond issue,” said
John C. Austin, former president
of the Los Angeles Chamber of
Commerce, and chairman of the
meeting, “This is an emergency
rellef—a war measure.” 1

Quinn _ questioned .whether the
bonds could be sold on the market
it voted, but other speakers de-
clared that with the proper cam-
paign to awaken citizens, the bonds
could be sold in Los Angeles.

Joe Scott made a stirring talk,
urging a program of intensive ediu-
cation to put the bond issue ovq-
by -letting people who are hoard-

ing funds know that it will be
tougher for them. in the end in
taxes,

““This is war” he shouted. “We

are fighting starvation and the
temptation of men to take the law
into their own hands and say:
‘Stick ‘em up!'’ It's everybody's
business unless we want a dicta-
torship. We can't cover the situ-
ation up any longer, The peop

have got to know ' the truth. It
people know they will vote the
honds.” : 4
